REALITIES, PLEASE 

Some of our enthusiastic belt-tighteners, who 
are developing a positive frenzy for balanced 
budgets in these days, should take a look at 
the supplementary estimates brought down at 
Ottawa, and at the purposes for which this 
money is being asked of parliament. 

The amount of $26,000,000 is ear-marked for 
advances to provincial governments to assist 
them in providing unemployment relief or 
carrying on relief works. The sum of $39,000,000 
is required to meet the expense of running a 
National Railway system without traffic. The 
remaining $59,000,000 are wanted for public 
works projects of one kind and another which 
have been or are to be undertaken in order to 
provide jobs for men who are idle. 

What would

current revenue? Or would they let the prov- 
inces go into default, the National Railway 
follow suit, and the unemployed go hungry? 


A NEW SOURCE OF POWER 

Atchison, Kansas, reports- completion of a 
plant there which will produce 10,000 gallons 
wer alcohol” a day, from farm crops. 

Thirty years ago the Scientific American 
carried a report that an investigator in the 
department of agriculture at Washington had 
found a way to produce fuel alcohol from corn 
stalks at a cost of six cents a gallon. 

Nothing has been heard of that discovery 
since. Perhaps someone “saw” the investigator, 
and made it worth his while to hand over the 
recipe so it could be locked up and production 
of the cheap fuel prevented. 

The product of the Kansas plant is not to 
be sold in competition with gasoline, but mixed 
with it, to give more power—which means more 
miles to the gallon—for the money the buyer 
pays. 

Since the manufacturers are to get 25 cents 
a gallon for the alcohol, either they are not 
using the Washington prescription or they have 
arranged that the public will not cash in on the 
low production cost in any large way.

HIGHWAYS AT HALF-PRICE 

Tenders are being called for the first of the 
highway-building projects planned in response 
to the offer of the Dominion Government to 
provide dollar for dollar with the Provincial 
Government for such undertakings. The pro- 
gram is described as “gigantic,” and it is sug- 
gested the amount spent during the summer 
may run to $3,000,000. 

It is to be hoped the event will make good 
the predictions. That amount of money, spent 
each year for several years, would do no more 
than provide the hard-surfaced main highways 
this province needs. And since the building is 
to be done with Dominion assistance, and up to 
federal requirements, it is to be supposed the 
up-keep cost on these new and reconstructed 
highways will be at the minimum. 

The Provincial Government is well advised 
to make use of this federal offer in a large way. 
No one knows whether the offer will be good 
next year or in any future year. The thing to 
do is to make the best of it while it is open, 
and build as much highway this season as the 
province can finance on the 50-50 basis. It isn't 
every year that a province can get highways at 
half-price. 


CITY TAX RATES 

The finance committee of the Calgary city 
council recommends that council adopt a tax 
rate of 50-5142 mills, leaving it to the Publie 
Utilities Commission to investigate ways and 
means to bridge the gap between the amount 
of revenue thus derivable and the obligations 
which should be met during the year. 

The committee way of avoiding 
“technical” default, whatever tax rate might be 
named, since the taxpayer is already taxed to 
the doubtful point. They propose therefore to

But the Edmonton council named an arbitrary 
tax rate, pegged half-way between a Sound 
Money rate and the rate representing actual 
present taxpayer ability to pay. If Calgary tax- 
payers are to be asked to pay only 50-51% mills, 
why should Edmonton taxpayers be told they 
must pay 55 mills? 


PEACE BY FORCE? 

Premier Baldwin is a disillusioned man. 
Looking at what has happened in Abyssinia, 
and at what threatens to happen on the Rhine- 
land border, he declared in words of boldness 
which are also words of discouragement: 

“Collective security will never work unless 
all nations which take part in it are prepared 
simultaneously to threaten with military sanc- 
tions, and to fight an aggressor if necessary.” 

That is the conclusion to which intelligent 
observers on this continent must have come 
long ago as they watched European countries 
calmly setting aside treaties and proceeding to 
make war the instrument, and threatened in- 
strument, of national policy—with nothing fol- 
lowing in the way of collective action to impose 
punishment upon them. 

As an automatic self-operating mechanism, 
collective security based on treaties is a fraud 
and a delusion, at least in Europe. The notion 
that nations would keep their bargains volun- 
tarily has proven to be a myth, when profit and 
prejudice and ancient grudges combine to urge 
that they be broken. 

Mr. Baldwin rightly enough concludes that if 
the threat of war is to be made the instrument 
for keeping peace, that threat must hang on a 
hair-trigger; and that if the threat fails to stop 
an aggressor there must be some means by 
which the armed forces of all the other coun- 
tries will be released against him over-night. 

The discouraging feature is the doubt 
whether any such machinery for collective 
action can be built up and made to function. 
Statesmen with dreams of conquest in their 
heads are not very likely to agree to such a plan, 
or, to live up to it if it were made. Can anyone 
imagine Hitler and Mussolini consenting to help 
crush each other if either started a drive for 
territory?

Edmontonians who heard representation of 
the folly of poverty in this age of plenty, pre- 
sented by Harold Loeb of New York on his 
recent visit here, will be interested to learn 
that the report of the National Survey of Poten- 
tial Product Capacity has been published by 
the New York Housing Authority. It is a portly 
tome of 381 pages and sells at four dollars. 
Students of social economics will find the re- 
port a veritable mine of authentic statistics, 
amplifying the condensed reports and figures 
given in Harold Loeb’s “The Chart of Plenty.” 

Walter N. Polakov, consulting engineer for 
the Tennessee Valley Authority and an en- 
gineering adviser to the Supreme Economic 
Council of the Soviet Union, reviewing the 
volume for “The New Republic” calls it “an 
informative and challenging book on that vital 
contemporary question; Have we the means to 
produce plenty?” The answer is a forthright 
“Yes—tempered by some specific modifications.” 

Loeb lectured here in his capacity as Director 
of The Continental Committee, a body of en- 
gineers and economists who are working for the 
establishment of a technocratic state by evolut- 
ionary and constitutional methods. 


in a reasonable time and without dislocating 
society, to bring about a technologically sound 
social mechanism. Each adult capable of ser- 
vice would take part in co-operative industry, 
achieving security, a greatly increased standard 
of living and ample leisure for the enjoyment 
of life and the pursuit of hobbies. 

The Survey of Potential Product Capacity, 
financed by federal funds, 


engineers, ceonomists and statisticans. Its ob- 
ject was to find out with the utmost precision 
the capacity for productive purposes, of present 
machines and technical processes throughout 
the United States. Having established the po- 
tential productive capacity of the nation, it re- 
quired only a simple method of division to show 
how much of everything, every family in United 
States could receive under present machines 
and methods, were a technocratic government 
to take office. 


Prior to this Survey, the question of pro- 
ductive capacity was a subject of guess and dis- 
pute. Columbia University, basing its opinion 
on individual reports of engineers and indus- 
trialists, claimed that in 1929, hardly more than 
half the productive capacity of the nation was 
utilized. The Brookings Institute on the other 
hand, in its “America’s Capacity to Produce,” 
assaying less than half the industries and none 
of the services, claimed that in 1929, only 19 
per cent of productive capacity remained idle. 

The “National Survey of Potential Product 
Capacity,” dealing with every industry and ser- 
vice in the nation—even to the annual kill of 
wild game and the amount of twine to parcel 
the purchases of the people—demonstrates that 
even at the height of producing and consuming 
activity in United States the nation had capacity 
to produce ‘80 per cent more (in value) than 
was actually produced. 

There are three sets of calculations. One is 
actual production, including raw materials, pro- 
cessing, manufacturing of parts, assembly, 
transportation and merchandising. The other 
two are capacity production and a calculation 
of the amount that would be called for by an 
ample standard of living. For example, in 1929 
a total of 29,090,000 men’s suits were produced. 
(This is less than half a suit per man). The pro- 
duction capacity of American clothing factories 
was 79,110,000 suits. A fair living standard 
would give each man two suits per year, mak- 
ing a requirement under a fair living standard 
of 67,000,000 men’s shop-made suits. 

Human needs in agriculture, forest products, 
minerals, fuel and energy, chemicals, textiles 
and clothing, food processing, construction, 
printing and publishing, transportation, edu- 
cation, recreation, foreign trade, labor require- 
ments, etc, are examined with painstaking de- 
tail and’ contrasted against present production 
and capacity production. 

The compilation is one that no reference 
library nor educted person anxious to know the 
facts on which the economics of a new state 
must be evolved, can efford to be without.

The sort of evolutionary and modified Tech- 
nocracy that Loeb advocates does not abolish 
our present form of money, nor does it inter- 
fere with individual denials and preferences. 
In the matter of made-to-order clothing, for 
instance, Loeb thinks that there must always 
be room for individual competition and expres- 
sion. 

What does the Report mean to the average 
working or out-of-work man? The average 
standard of living in United States is in the 
neighborhood of $500 per family. The Report 
proves that the present potential capacity for 
production would enable every family to en- 
joy an average living standard of mass-pro- 
duced goods, equal to $4300 a year (based on 
the 1929 dollar)—if trained technicians were 
operating the state for the equal benefit of all.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Ernest B. inquires: “What is 


the difference between arterial hardening and 
arterial hyper-tension, or are they the same 
thing? One doctor told me I had hyper-tension, 
another that I had hardening of the arteries.

ANSWER: Arterial hardening refers to what 
is popularly called hardening of the arteries and 
arterial] hyper-tension refers to high blood pres- 
sure.

A Day in Canadian Histery

Editor Bulletin: Does industry 
righty exist for t!> welfare of 
society, or society for the profit 
of industry? Is or is not society, 
finally, a legitimate sphere of in- 
dustrial exploitation? 

That is fairly the most funda- 
mental of the urgent social issues 
of the day. It is mainly because 
that issue is not being squarely 
faced that so little progress is 
being made towards social peace 
through industrial recovery. So 
long as it remains undetermined 
or disputed issue, there will con- 
tinue to be sharp differences of 
opinion, not only among citizens, 
politicians and statesmen, but 
also among economic experts, as 
to the proper direction which so- 
cial reforms, long overdue, should 
take. It is hopeless to expect 
orderly progress under such con-

Still Another Romance 


Of The Farm 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Growing oats ready to be cooked into the morning porridge 
without anything more than blowing off the dust, seemed to be 
away beyond the powers of science. English papers announce: 


“After nearly 20 years of research work on the part of English 
agriculturalists, the announcement was made a year ago that on a 
Norfolk farm the determination to breed an oat free from husk 


had at last met with success. 


During the past season the huskless 


oat has been croppec on a commercial scale so considerable as to 
make possible the sale offer of 3,000 cwt. of seed to farmers in 
other parts of the country. The new oat type is attracting wide- 
spread inquiry, and so extensive has been the application for trial 
lots that the originators, Messrs. Parker and Proctor, of Bakingley, 
King’s Lynn, have stipulated that of the 3,000 cwt. they are 
willing to supply only 1 1-2 cwt. (a sackfull) is to be supplied 
to each applicant. The sowing recommendation is 45 Ibs. of seed to 
the acre, so that an area of three and a half acres can be sown 
by each farmer obtaining his supply. The cost of such added field 
experimentation is not low, for £12 a sack is the price for securing 
supply. Yields up to 40 1-2 cwt. to the acre have been cropped by 
the new oat’s breeders on medium quality land, and the heavy 
crops are said to be exceptionally well supported on stiff straw 
of excellent quality. An important consequence of the develop- 


ment of the huskless oat 


that 


is anticipated is the making 


available as feed for poultry and pigs a cereal which, despite 
the rich food value of the oat kernel, has, so far, been little used 
on account of the preponderating quality of husk coating present. 
The value of Sussex ground oats is well recognized, but the 
trouble and cost of grinding the husk has made the feed pro- 
hibitive except in small quantities. The fine oatmeal used to build 
up pig weaners had had similarly to be used sparingly. Should the 
huskless oat prove in general cropping to be all that is claimed 
for it, the outcome in popularized farm and domestic use, may be 
little short of revolutionary so far as farm practice is concerned.”

tenets of socialism may be, social- 
sm must bear a large part of the 
blame for the present indecision 
of society, Having made up their 
own minds that society is not a 
legitimate sphere for industrial 
exploitation, and that the opera- 
tions of industry should be gov- 
erned solely by the welfare of 
society, they have been, in the 
past, so crude and indiscreet in 
their manner of presenting their 
views, and in clamoring for im- 
mediate action, the’ they have 
scared their more cautious fellow- 
citizens into a mood of passive 
resistance, which is more difficult 
to break down than positive op- 
position 


It is in the middle classes 
chiefly that socialism must look 
for the new recruits it needs, 


where it will be found that the 
noisy argument, which is appar- 
ently music to the ears of some 


socialists, has only a low recruit- 
ing value Among the many 
quiet and unobtrusive voters of 


the middle classes, what goes is 
calm reason, backed by human 
sympathy and a lot of patience 
Neither oratory nor denunciation, 
least of al] shouting and vituper- 
ation, are with such people effec- 
tive instruments of conviction and 
conversion. Even ‘slashing’ argu- 
ment has for them sometimes a 
certain quality of noisiness which 
disturbs and repels them 

It may be that people of the 
middle classes are conservatives, 
and slow to adopt new social 
ideals, mainly because they are 
more or less comfortable. That 
at any rete, accounts naturally for 
their attitude of passive resis- 
tance, which, though still quite 
strong, is not now so obvious as 
it used to be. Their positive op- 


position, on the other hand, is 
based on the significant fact that, 
as a very large class of smail in- 


vestors, their economic and polit- 
ical interest is logically bound 
up with the capital interests of 
Society. If they are indifferent 
because they are comfortable, 
many of them are more or less 
opposed to changes that will in- 
terfere with their prospects of 
“getting rich quick.” 

That is a situation which it will 
not be easy to break down; and, 
until it is broken down, socialism 
cannot hope to accomplish its 
aims. Too many ‘voters are in- 
volved. Meanwhile the problem 
of the jobless is a growing men- 
ace to the peace of society 

It is instructive to define the 
alternative issues with a little 
more exactness. Recognition of 
the supremacy of social welfare 
is absolutely inconsistent with 
unemployment. If it is acknow- 
ledged that it is the function of 
industry to provide the material 
means of livelihood, then, short 
of actually socializing industry, 
it is equally the functian of in- 
dustry to distribute the financial 
means of acquiring these on an 
adequate scale 

If, on the other hand, it has 
to be acknowledged that efficient 
provision of the material means 
of livelihood requires industrial 
independence, so that society 
must perforce assume the burden 
of supporting those whom indus- 
try refuses to employ, then soci- 
ety must provide non-competitive 
work and wages for these, in ac- 
dition to the pauper support it 
has hitherto provided for the un- 
employable on a very ineffective 
scale 

Pending a decision on the issue, 
it is plain horse-sense as well as 
common humanity that society 
should at once proceed with the 
second alternative, since the first 
ean only be adopted after the is- 


sue nas been determined. The 
derelicts, who are increasing in 
numbers yearly, cannot be allow. 
ed to go under. 

The problem is no longer one 
of keeping the unfortunate over 
hard times. If, and so long as, 
industry remains independent, 
technological unemployment will 
increase and the jobless multiply. 
Society must therefore reorganize 
itself as a regular employer of 
labor, planning and carrying out 
publie projects which shall not 
compete with industry, but which 
will enhance the value and the 
amenities of the public domain. 

The main issue is a financial 
one: “Where is the money to come 
from?” There are apparently 
only two valid sources; supertax- 
ation of higher incomes, and sup- 
plementary issues of treasury 
notes. The latter represents prob- 
ably the path of least resisiance, 
in spite of the fact that it may 
involve constitutional charges 
Further borrowing of financial 
capital seems no longer feasible 
under present conditions. It 
never was a just process any way. 
There is ample room for discus- 
sion

Of Mortality Is 
| Next To T.B 


Statistics indicate that the mas. 
ternity death rate in Canada is sec- 
ond only to the mortality rate of 
tuberculosis, in spite of the im- 
proved méthods of care practised 
during the last 15 years, Dr. L. C 
Conn, specialist in obstetrics and 
gynaecology, told the meeting of 
the Local Council of Women in the 
Y.W.C.A. on Thursday afternoon 
The meeting was arranged especial- 
ly for the discussion of the matern- 
ity mortality rate, with the object 
in view of taking measures, educa- 
tionally, to lessen this danger 
Maternity continues to exact its toll 
of 1,100 to 1,400 lives of Canadian 
women annually, Dr. Conn stated, 

Most appalling is the fact that ac- 
cording to all scientific investiga- 
tions these deaths need not occur 
For instance, examination of 5,000 
cases in England revealed that 
from 50 to 75 per cent. were solely 
due to negligence and could have 
been prevented. Though the physic- 
ians, of course. assume the final re- 
sponsibility, the general public 
must be made acquainted with the 
causes and cures. Improved teach- 
ing 
trained men for furtherance of this 
work but its ultimate success de- 
pends upon the co-operation of 
every agency in the, nations,

How three men clung with ach- 
ing fingers to the bushes in the 


inky blackness of a northern 
night, climbing higher and higher 
as the swirling flood waters of 
the rising Athabasca tugged at 
their numbed bodies, was told by 
Bill Lee, government telegraph 
operator at House River, eye-wit- 
ness of the drowning of Trapper 
Joe Donaldson. 


After a week of anxious waiting,

REPAIRING LINE 


Operator Lee and his assistant, 
George Cinnamon, Jr., were repair- 
ing a broken telegraph line 22 miles 
south of House River, 70 miles south 
of McMurray. They spent Monday 
night with Donaldson in his trap- 
ping cabin on the river bank. 

During the night Cinnamon 
awoke to find three feet of water 
in the shack, while outside the 
Athabasca thundered by as the 
giant ice floes growled and snarl- 
ed as the torrent heaved them 
precipitously toward its final 
outlet, 


The boy leaped from his bed and 
roused his sleeping companions. 
The three splashed out of the cabin 
and fought their way to the barn 
where they released the horses so 
that the animals might make their 
own bid for safety.

Tasks With Men in New 


Mining Areas 
GOLDFIELDS, Sask., April 24 
Saskatchewan's newly-opened min- 
ing areas offer opportunities to 
women willing to face hardship 


and dispense with luxuries of 
civilization, 
Young women of the west, fired 


with ambition, are already estab- 
lishing homes in the vast territory 
spreading from parallel 53 to the 
Arctic coast. Already the north 
boasts of pioneer women who trap 
and hunt and prospect in company 
with their husbands. Forerunners 
of later settlement, hardy school 
teachers and nurses have e¢stab- 
lished schools and missions hun- 
dreds of miles beyond the end of 
steel, 

Women also are operating cafes, 
lunch counters, and laundries in 
new mining centres 


FIRST WHITE WOMAN 

Mrs. Steve Yanik, the first white 
woman in the Athabaska goldfields, 
stepped from a big transport plane 
in Nyman’s Bay more than ten 
months ago to join her husband. 
Since then more than a score of 
women have arrived in the area, 
living in tents and aiding in erect- 
ing wooden homes.
